Authorization for the following examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Stephen Roylance on January 9, 2006. 

In Claim 14, lines 6-7, the term "said metal member, said calcium phosphate particles 
and said calcium phosphate block" has been changed to "said metal member and said calcium 
phosphate particles." 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Nagai teaches an implant material comprising a metallic member and a layer of resin and 
hydroxyapatite/calcium phosphate produced by molding a mixture of the hydroxyapatite/calcium 
phosphate and powdery or granular thermosetting resin wherein Nagai specifically teaches that 
known methods of producing similar implant materials include the use of thermoplastic polymers 
but that the thermoplastic polymers are insufficient in the adhesion to the metallic material. 
Nagai does not teach or render obvious the use of a mixture of partially crosslinked resin 
particles and uncrosslinked resin particles and that the partially crosslinked and the uncrosslinked 
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particles are bonded to the metallic member. It is also noted that a proper terminal disclaimer 
has been filed and approved over U.S. Application 10/615,013.
